The coastal region nortn of Klaipeda is also restricted 
for an area of about eight kilometers « Searchlipihts have been seen at Klaipeda 
Palanga^ and Sventojeu It is not known if local waters ar-e mineo^ There are ^ 
nineteen raiiroad'-type heavy artillery pieces located in a wooded grove about 
one hundred aieters north of the pier at the entrance to Klaipeda harbor „ Ihe 
barrels on these guns are seven to eight meters long„, and the distance from the 
outer edge of the barrel to the mouth is estimated to be about 4 cm. (sic). 

The exact caliber of the guns is unknown, but it is said that they have a 
range of twelve nautical miles a The area in which the guns a?>« located is con^- 
cealed from observation from the seao Only a small area of land in the 
neighborhood^ of the guns is restricted. Artillery pieces of the same tyr,e 
are located in a forest about six kilometers north of laaipeda in the 
neighborhood of Girulai (not located).
